into her public treasuries from taxes npon 
citizen* of Nevada, or by those who have 
derived their capital from Nevada five limes 
as much revenue aa is now collected by 
the State and all the counties ot this Stale. 
•Nevada risembles the e'.der duck who 
plucks the down from her own breast to 
make warm the nest of her brood, and she 
has plucked it very bare. Of the more 
than $600,000,000 which her mines have 
yielded since, at the solicitation of Cali- 
fornia and the Eastern States Nevada took 
upon herself tha blessings and burdens of 
Statehood, not 5 per cent remains within 
her borders.

The Full Test of Sherman' Substitute 


Mensnrc. 


Tha Congressional Record of July 8th 


contains the full text of Senator Sherman's 
conference report, which is as follows: 


"The Committee of Conference on the 


disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the 
amendments of the Senate to the bill (B. 
H. 5381) directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes, having 
met, 
after full and free conference have 


agreed to recommend and do recommend 
to iheir respective bouses as follows: 


"Tbat the Senate recede from its amend- 


ments to said bill and agree to the follow- 
ing in the nature of a substitute: Strike out 
all after the enacting clause and insert: 


"That the Secretary of the Treasury is 


hereby directed to purchase, from time to 
time, silver bullion to the aggregate amount 
of 4,500,000 ounces, or so much thereof as 
may be offered in each month, at the 
market price thereof, not exceeding $1 for 
371.25 grains of pure silver, and to issue in 
payment for such purchases of sil verbal.ion 
Treasury notes of the United States to be 
prepared by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in such form and of such denominations, 
not less than $1 nor more than $1.000, as 
he may prescribe, and a sum sufficient to 
carry into effect the provisions of this eet 
is hereby appropriated out of any money 
iu the Treasury not other wise appropriated. 


"Ssc. 2. That the Tr«aonry notes is- 


sned in accordance with the provisions of 
this act shall be redeemable on demand, in 
coin, at the Treasury of the United States, 
anil when BO redeemed may be reissued; 
but no greater or lees amount, of such 
notes shall bo outstanding at any time than 
the coat of the silver bullion, and 
standard silver dollars coined therefrom, 
then held iu the Treasury purchased by 
snob note?; and such Treasury notes shal 
be a legal tender in payment of all debts 
public and private, except where otherwise 
stipulated in the contiact, and sball be re- 
ceivable for cnsloms, taxes, and nil public 
dues, and wheu so received may be reis- 
sued; and snch notes, when held by any 
national banking association, 
may 
be 


counted as a part of its lawful reserve 
That upon demand of the holder of any o: 
the Treasury i otes herein provided for the 
Stcretary of the Treasury snail, 'under 
such regulations as ho may prescribe, re- 
deem such notes in gold or silver coin, at 
bis discretion, it being tbe established 
policy of tbe United States to rraintnintbi 
two metala on a parity with each othe 
upon tbe present legal ratio, or such ratio 
as may be provided by law. 


"SEC. 
3. Tbat the Secrelary of thi 


Treasury sh»ll each month coin two mill 
ion ounces of the silver bullion purchased 
under tbe provisions of this Act int 
standard dollars nn il tho 1st of July, 1891 
and after that time be sball coin of th 
silver bullion purchased under the pro 
visions of this Act as much as may b 
neceseary to provide for tho redemption o 
the Treasury notes herein provided for 
and any gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage shall be accounted for, an 
paid into the Treasury. 


"SEO. 4. That too silver bullion pur 


chased under the provisions of this Ac 
shull be subject to the requirements o 
existing law and the regulations of th 
Mint service governing tbe methods o 
determining the amount of pure silver con 
tuintd, and the amount of charges 
deductions, if rmy, to be made. 


" SEC. 5. That so much of the Act c 


February 28, 1878, entitled, 'An Act t 
authorize tie coinage of the standard silve 
dollar and to restore its legal tender char 
acttr,' as requires tbe monthly purobas

It Also Has the Farther Distinction of 


Being One of the VTorit. 


Edwin Ashley, an English tourist, who 


is at the Grand Pacific, sayi that the 
largest hotel in tho world is in South Amer- 
ica. Talking about the big bbnse, he said: 


"Ths Grand Quarantine Hotel at Florcs 


Island, at the, mouth of the Biver Platte, is 
oot only the largtit in the world, hot the 
strangest; 
While the accommodations 'are 


poor, tbe'people will stop there, no matter 
how anxious they are to get aw»y. 
The 


hotel combines an international boarding- 
house, a military camp, a ptiion and a sea- 
side report. 'The sovereignty of the 
island 
is vested in the republic of 


Uruguay'. In* the early months of the 
year Ria de Ja'niero is placed nuder a sani- 
tary boycott by the people of tbe River 
Plate and not a person is allowed to pass 
Flore» island, until he has been at sea at 
least ten days.. Th»l accounts for the big 
business at the hotel. The guests come in 
boatloads from 300 to 600 at a time. There 
are first-class passengers, immigrants and 
a number of intermediate classes.

arriving at the hotel the crowd is assorted 
and packed a«ay. Packed is a good word 
in this .-case for you are entirely at the 
mercy'oflne management. If-yoa make 
protest the officials sh.ng their shoulders 
and say they are indeed sorry, but they 
speak only-the pure. .Spanish language. 
They will put six or seven in a room. 


"If you don't like that you can gtt out, 


but you will Boon rtturn, for it is the only 
place on the ieland where yon can stop. A 
permanent garrison in maintained on the 
island, and it includes a commandant, a 
physician, a Secretary of State, lighthouse 
kefpera, Postmaster and tulegraph oper- 
ators.
